Last February the National Association of Manufacturers 
published a study by one of its research associates. Frank A. 
Brady, entitled “A (Hance At The Russian Economy.” 
The study revealed two outstanding tacts. 
1) With about 50 percent of its labor force working or* 
farm s (compared to IO per cent in the U.S.A.) Russia is un­ 
able to produce what most of the advanced nations wtjuld 
consider a decent diet. 
2) The priority given to non-consumer and military goods 
(73.5 per cent of the total production as compared to about 
25 per cent in the U. S. A.) deprives the Rusian people of 
what the average American would consider a minimum stand­ 
ard of living in term s of clothing, housing, and comfort goods. 
Brady’s study must have been a good one, because the 
Kremlin reacted like a scalded cat. 
It’s official publication INDU STRIAL ECONOMICS under­ 
took to discredit the findings. 
This notable literary effort was reported on April 17th by 
P eter Kumpa, Moscow correspondent of the Baltimore Sun. 
True th form , the Kremlin editors, instead of trying to at­ 
tack the facts contained in the study, attacked the absence of 
“ facts” which they thought should have been included, name­ 
ly ‘the horrors of the modern American paradise.” 
Prom inent among these “horrors” were “chronic mass un­ 
em ploym ent/* “ millions doomed to starvation.’’ and “billions 
o f dollars in taxes squeezed from the population to oil and 
cold war m achinery.” 
The editorial ended with optimistic conclusion that “sober 
comparison o f economic development of the two most power­ 
ful industrial powers leads to the indisputable conclusion that 
in IO or 12 years the Soviet Union will overtake the United 
States in both absolute and per capita production.” 
It is quite possible that the editors of INDUSTRIAL ECO­ 
NOMICS actually believed what they wrote about the NAM 
study, because their American reading material is limited 
to what the Kremlin bosses deem proper. 
Even w ith this limitation there is considerable reading 
m atter published in the U. S. that the Communist Pa'ty 
would consider a bulwark against “capitalistic brainwash­ 
ing” of the NAM type. 
For exam ple on April l i t h the AFL-CIO N EW S contained 
articles w ith the following headlines: “THIS IS H A PPEN ­ 
ING IN AM ERICA— MISERY, DESPAIR A N D WANT.” 
“ H EA LTH A N D W ELFARE OF JOBLESS IN JEOPARDY” 
and “T H E BITTER FACE OF UNEM PLOYM ENT— END­ 
LESS L IN E S OF PEOPLE SEEKING WORK ” 
It is not surprising, therefore, that the Russian press (as 
recently reported by UPI) is about to launch an anti-Ameri­ 
can ‘ crusade” to prove the superiority of communism over 
American capitalism — and their “ proof,” supposedly, is to be 
direct quotes from speeches and writings of selected Ameri­ 
can labor leaders. 
Here, in America, we don’t pay much attention to these 
reckless statem ents of politically-minded union leaders, be­ 
cause th ey are looked upon as harmless “campaign oratory”, 
but it is unfortunate that they make such useful grist for the 
Com m unist propaganda mill. 
It is com forting, however, to know that the facts contained 
in “A Glance A t The Russian Economy” will receive more 
credence in the free, informed, world than will the Kremlin 
lies about the American economy.

Last February the National Association of Manufacturers 
published a study by one of its research associates, Frank A. 
Brady, entitled “A Glance At The Russian Economy." 
The study revealed two outstanding facts. 
1) With about 50 percent of it" labor force working on 
farms (compared to 10 per cent in the U.S.A.) Russia is un­ 
able to produce what most of the advanced nations wr.il i 
consider a decent diet. 
2) The priority given to non-consumer and military goods 
(73.5 per cent of the total production as compared to about 
25 per cent in the I . S. A.) deprives the Rusian people of 
what the average American would consider a minimum stand­ 
ard of living in terms of clothing, housing, and comfort goods. 
Brady’s study must have been a good one, because the 
Kremlin reacted like a scalded cat. 
It’s official publication INDUSTRIAL ECONOMICS under­ 
took to discredit the findings. 
This notable literary effort was reported on April 17th by 
Peter Kumpa, Moscow correspondent of the Baltimore Sun 
True to form, the Kremlin editors, instead of trying to at­ 
tack the facts contained in the study, attacked the absence ol 
“ facts" which they thought should have been included, name­ 
ly ‘the horrors of the modern American paradise." 
Prominent among these “horrors 
were “chronic mass un­ 
employment,” “millions doomed to starvation." and “billions 
o f dollars in taxes squeezed from the population to oil and 
cold war machinery.” 
The editorial ended with optimistic conclusion that “sober 
comparison of economic development of the two most power­ 
ful industrial powers leads to the indisputable conclusion that 
in 10 or 12 years the Soviet Union w ill overtake the United 
States in both absolute and per capita production." 
It is quite possible that the editors of INDUSTRIAL ECO­ 
NOMICS actually believed what they wrote about the NAM 
study, because their American reading material is limited 
to what the Kremlin bosses deem proper. 
Even with this limitation there is considerable reading 
matter published in the U. S. that the Communist iV t y 
would consider a bulwark against “capitalistic brainwash­ 
ing" of the NAM type. 
For example on April 11th the AFL-CIO NEWS contained 
articles with the following headlines: “THIS IS HAPPEN­ 
ING IN AMERICA— MISERY, DESPAIR AND WANT,” 
“HEALTH AND WELFARE OF JOBLESS IN JEOPARDY” 
and “THE BITTER FACE OF UNEMPLOYMENT— END­ 
LESS LINES OF PEOPLE SEEKING WORK ” 
It is not surprising, therefore, that the Russian press (a> 
recently reported by UPI) is about to launch an anti-Ameri­ 
can 'crusade” to prove the superiority of communism over 
American capitalism— and their “proof," supposedly, is to be 
direct quotes from speeches and writings of selected Ameri­ 
can labor leaders. 
Here, in America, we don't pay much attention to these 
reckless statements of politically-minded union leaders, be­ 
cause they are looked upon as harmless “campaign oratory", 
but it is unfortunate that they make such useful grist for the 
Communist propaganda mill. 
It is comforting, however, to know that the facts contained 
in “A Glance At The Russian Economy” will receive more 
credence in the free, informed, world than will the Kremlin 
lies about the American economy.
